The factors that go into creating 
emotional impact are subject matter, 
lighting, composition, focus, and tim- 
ing. I think that if points are watched 
carefully a photograph of even a nut, 
bolt, or screw can make the grade as 
a good picture.”

British documentary films pioneer regards use of motion pictures for social analysis as a powerful 


instrument for comprehending the fast moving, ever more complex, forces of modern society. 


making documentary films have seen their 
job as part of a public service. Their 
money for production has seldom been 
money invested with a view to a return 
being eventually forthcoming from box- 
office takings. Documentary units, at any 
rate in England, reckon to find their profit 
(on which to continue operating) in the 
production cost of the film. Whatever 
happens after that has not been their 
concern, although they naturally want to 
see their pictures secure the widest pos- 
sible release to the public. 

As far back as 1929, at the Empire Mar- 
keting Board, the documentary film in 
England was conceived as a public serv- 
ice, All through its steady growth during 
the ten restless years up until the war, 
documentary offered little in the way of 
salaries or glory to its exponents. It rep-

resented a solid plugging away at a job 
to be done. That job involved three main 
things: to create a body of technicians— 
producers, directors, cameramen, and edi- 
tors—who would believe in and work for 
this conception of film as a public service; 
to create an interest in the government, 
big national industries, local authorities, 
and others in using the film as a means of 
interpretation between themselves and 
the public; and creating a demand for 
these films among the public itself. 

At the outbreak of the war in 1939, 
those three objects had been fairly well 
achieved. There was a group of some 
150 technicians—mostly young, certainly 
35 and under—skilled in making docu- 
mentary, instructional, and informational 
films. They were spread over a number 
of small independent companies, includ-

ing the government’s own unit at the 
General Post Office. Many of the big na- 
tional industries—such as oil, airways, gas 
and others—had come to believe in the 
film as a means of prestige public rela- 
tions. Backed by an enthusiastic and 
sympathetic national press, documentary 
films were slowly finding a place in cine- 
ma programs, and the public was begin- 
ning to talk about them. Renters and ex- 
hibitors, however, were slow to antici- 
pate this public demand and even in 1939 
it was difficult to secure a distribution 
contract for a documentary in the public 
cinemas. Faced with this problem of out- 
let, we began to build slowly and patient- 
ly a means of showing our films which we 
called “non-theatrical.” This meant the 
showing of films in places that were not 
cinemas—at exhibitions, workmen’s halls,

public libraries, showrooms, universities— 
in fact in any place capable of public as- 
sembly. For the most part, projection was 
on 16 mm although production remained, 
of course, on standard 35 mm. We were 
creating our own audience. 

About a year after the outbreak of war, 
the films division of the Ministry of In- 
formation, through which the government 
canalized nearly all its film activities, 
commissioned the documentary units to 
work full time for government informa- 
tion services. Taking over the General 
Post Office unit, the Ministry of Informa- 
tion renamed it the Crown Film Unit and 
established it in part of the big commer- 
cial studios at Pinewood. It has turned 
out a series of films that has become 
world famous—Target for Tonight, West- 
ern Approaches (shown in the United 
States under the title Atlantic Adven- 
ture), Coastal Command, Silent Village, 
Fires Were Started, Britain Can Take It— 
and many others. This output repre- 
sented, however, only about ten per cent 
of the Ministry of Information’s produc- 
tion work. The other ninety per cent was 
produced by the half dozen or so small 
independent units which, while remaining

private companies, were almost fully em- 
ployed by Ministry of Information con- 
tracts. This flexible arrangement has, by 
and large, worked well, especially as the 
Ministry of Information Films Division 
staffed itself with writers and others who 
knew the documentary way of going 
about things. In this way it has been 
possible to maintain a steady flow of films. 

The Ministry of Information showed its 
films—some 700 in four years—in several 
ways. By arrangement with the film in- 
dustry, one five-minute film a week was 
distrihuted free of charge to the public 
cinemas, later to be replaced by one 
fifteen-minute film a month. The big- 
ger documentaries—like Desert Victory 
and World of Plenty—were distributed 
through normal commercial lines, the 
government taking part of the revenue. 
But by far the biggest circulation has 
been “non-theatrical”, which the Minis- 
try of Information has expanded on a 
most impressive scale. Only the shortage 
of projectors and manpower has pre- 
vented Ministry of Information non- 
theatrical distribution from achieving as- 
stronomical figures. As it is, an audience 
of more than 23 millions a year is reached

in this way, and persons attending these 
shows in factories, institutes and other 
places are reluctant to accept this service 
as only a wartime measure. The Ministry 
of Information distribution overseas has 
also been considerable, in the main along 
non-theatrical lines. Films are dispatched 
to more than 40 countries and dubbed 
into as many languages. The government 
has become the biggest exporter of films 
that this country has ever known. 

All this activity with films of fact raises 
optimistic thoughts about the future. 
Quite a large number of Ministry of In- 
formation films have not been directly 
related to the fighting war. Films have 
been made about medicine, education, 
planning, local government, and agricul- 
ture and it is these “social” films that will 
have long range effect when combat films 
are long forgotten. The Ministry of In- 
formation has also accepted for distribu- 
tion here American factual films, such as 
T.V.A., and Steel Town, Power for the 
Land and The City and thus has begun to 
build up an interchange of documentary 
films between nations that can become 
immensely important.

Better pictures result when you make a conscious effort to choose and 


arrange subject matter with care before snapping the shutter

EY PHOTOGRAPHER—arouse your- 
He« Wake up and make pictures! 

Come out of the mental fog, fel- 
low, and find out what picture making’s 
all about. Tackle this thing with your 
eyes open. Then, through a conscious 
wide-awake effort, make pictures in- 
stead of mere prints. You can do it, 
too, by master composition! 


Have you ever taken apart this com- 
position—this art form business—to see 
what it can mean to you and picture 
taking? 

Take art for instance; it has been de- 
fined in ever so many ways but most 
commonly as the direct derivitive of 
of the Latin “ars” meaning skill or 
craft. And someone has added that 
art in the process of making something 
beautiful. Form is the plan or method 
of procedure. 


Thomas Hart Benton, famous Ameri- 
can painter, gets it said in understand- 
able language, “Form is the unity of 
variety.” Therefore, combining the two 
words, art-form in photography 
becomes the plan or. method of produc- 
ing something beautiful through the 
photographic processes. 


Photography involves many processes 
in a wide variety of means to the com- 
mon end—which should be a satisfac- 
tory picture. But I am only attempting 
to offer an explanation of how one 
photographer sets about to record his 
impression of the beautiful through the 
medium of camera, lens, film, and paper. 


I’ve heard it suggested frequently 
that a pictorial photograph should be a 
thing beautifully photographed. This 
is not the bromide you might consider it 
because the statement contains too 
much unglossed truth to be tossed off 
lightly. The real aim in picture making 
should be to represent nature in such a 
Manner that the completed representa-

who are capable of appreciating beauty.

Eight common photographic errors appearing in prints on photo editors’ 


desks are explained in non-technical language and correct methods are 


illustrated to show you how to improve your photographic technique.

OO few photographers are aware of 

the errors in their pictures that 

are causing photo editors to be- 
come prematurely grey. Many pictures 
that are submitted for publication end 
up with rejection slips, because one of 
the fundamental rules for making good 
pictures has not been observed. Basic 
rules, which should be second-nature 
to every photographer, oftentimes catch 
him up while more complicated details 
occupy his attention. 

These pictures, a series of photo- 
graphic do’s and dont’s, were prepared 
by the American Red Cross to instruct 
publicity staffs of their 3751 chapters 
in the right and wrong of publicity pic- 
tures. Common errors, appearing daily 
in pictures on the photo editor’s desk, 
are explained in simple, non-technical 
language, and correct procedures are 
demonstrated. 

Although the pictures are Red Cross 
publicity shots, they are worthy of 
every photographer’s attention, since 
they point out eight of the worst of- 
fenses and show what can be done, with 
little forethought and planning, to cor- 
rect them—an important lesson in 
photo fundamentals. 

One of the worst headaches for the 
picture editor is poor photographic 


Head-on shot, the easy way to take this picture, gives flat 
lighting and uninteresting detail in a scene dull in itself. 
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lighting—both indoors and out. On 
outdoor shots, many photographers re- 
member an old saying about the sun 
being directly behind the camera and 
work accordingly. It‘s true that there’s 
no danger of fogging film if you follow 
this rule, but when the light falls di- 
rectly on the subjects, it results in 
heavy blacks, chalky whites, and squint- 
ing models. Sidelighting or backlight- 
ing gives much nicer modeling and 
softer shadow effects. Not’ only will 
your lighting be more interesting, but 
the-picture will be technically improved. 

Sometimes. strong sunlight will pro- 
duce heavy shadows no matter how you 
pose your models, and it becomes ad- 
visable to use fill-in flash. In doing 
this, both light sources must be taken 
into consideration Exposing just for the 
flash results in loss of the ‘sunlight 
effect—a flat, muddy print that looks 
as if it had been taken at night. How- 
ever, if you give proper exposure for 
the daylight, overexposure will result 
where the flash hits. Either cut the 
time of exposure slightly, use the flash- 
bulb without a reflector, or hold the 
gun far away from the subject. (De- 
tailed information on distance from 
subject can be obtained from the man- 
ufacturer of the lamps.)

Indoor flash shots, too, are causing 
photographers lots of trouble.

Using two flashbulbs will correct 
this, if the photographer makes sure 
that they are not the same distance 
from the subject.

If you have only one flashgun or, for 
economy’s sake, it’s necessary to use 
only one bulb, an extension cord, en-

abling you to hold the gun away from 
the camera and direct it at the subject, 
will help give good modeling and soft 
shadows. The angled lighting, as in 
outdoor shots, softens the contrasty 
effect. 

Watch those backgrounds, says the 
picture editor. A cluttered background, 
which detracts from the object of in- 
terest, makes for a poor picture. Al- 
ways try to achieve simple backgrounds

that set off the figures and direct at- 
tention to your subjject. 

Occasions do arise when a picture 
editor has to assign a photographer to 
the task of taking a picture the subject- 
matter of which is dull in itself. Such 
assignments have to be made, however, 
and the alert cameraman can help the 
situation immensely, if he’ll think be- 
fore he shoots. When subject-matter

See how he uses backlighting to give ice a 


luminous sparkle, filters to add drama to a plain 


sky, and human figures to add depth and interest 


HE spectacular region high on our 

American mountains above timber- 

line, I believe, requires a bit more 
of the cameraman than a_ working 
knowledge of his equipment. More in 
fact than many other fields of photog- 
raphy, recreational or otherwise. 


Suggestions and experiences recount- 
ed here are not meant to impress the 
reader with terrors or hardships that 
lurk on the wind-swept crests of our 
mountain peaks. Rather my intentions 
are to acquaint the would-be mountain 
photographer with conditions to be ex- 
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matter, even the photographers own 
Physical condition among other things 
deserve more than passing considera- 
tion, when such consideration may mean 
the difference between success and act- 
ual disaster. 

Timberline in terms of altitude may 
vary thousands of feet on the various 
tanges and peaks even in the United 
States. Whereas in our Northwestern 


States of Oregon and Washington, we 
may find our highest trees at five or six 
thousand feet, some of the Rocky 
Mountain states have timbered slopes 
in excess of twelve thousand feet. How- 
ever, most of those barren rocky crests 
and slopes have one thing in common 
whether it be at six thousand feet in 
Washington or fourteen thousand feet 
in Colorado, and that thing is occa- 


sional weather in quantity and quality 
seldom experienced in the protection of 
the forests and valleys below. The high 
mountain photographer must be pre- 
pared with knowledge and apparrel to 
handle any situation that may overtake 
him on a picture jaunt into the high 
places. 


I don’t wish to convey the idea that 
hurricanes and blizzards are an every- 
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day occurrence, nor that plans of expc- 
dition proportions are necessary. Just 
a little ordinary common sense that 
will cause the cameraman to pack along 


enough food and clothing to ward off 
discomfort in emergency if the hike is 
within the realm of his experience. Or 
if the trip is one into the higher re- 
gions out of his realm, then arrange- 
ments should be made to accompany a 


guide or party having knowledge and 
experience of the area to be visited. 
For though storms or emergencies of 
any sort may be infrequent, it’s better 
to be safe than sorry. 

I mention physical condition because, 
as most of us know, certain ailments 
should never be subjected to the rigors 
of exertion in high altitude. The pho- 
tographer enjoying good health and 


physical condition certainly will be the 
one most likely to come back with the 
maximum number of striking pictures 
and with the greatest enjoyment of the 
trip, everything else being equal. 

If you’re exploring the recesses of a 
Glacier ice falls you should first of all 
know (or be with those who know) the 
peculiarities of that particular area.

UT a lovely girl or a handsome man in a shower or 
bathtub, have plenty of soapy foam around, light the 
scene carefully, and you’ll have an appealing picture.

Whenever Hollywood needs zing for a picture, they add 
a bath sequpence. Who will forget lovely Claudette Colbert 
when, as Cleopatra, she sponged carefully in a tub of milk? 
Of course, you remember Louise Rainier in a similar scene 
in The Great Ziegfield. Joan Crawford did a sequence for 
The Women in a bubble bath, the stage play having an 
entire scene take place in such a setting. Lucille Brenner 
spent 12% hours in a bubble bath during the filming of 
Yolanda and the Thief, and Merle Oberon took her movie 
bath for Night in Paradise. 

Latest of these Hollywood zing sequences is in RKO’s 
Step Lively which is a complete musical number written 
around Gloria de Haven in a bubble bath.

HIRTEEN DAYS after returning 

from the service, I was ready to do 

business, carrying on as if the inter- 
lude of three years in the Army had been no 
more than a vacation. 

Everybody was cooperative in helping me 
start all over again. Two days after appli- 
cation, my telephone was installed, and I 
was calling old accounts informing them 
that the “Closed for the Duration” sign had 
been taken off the door and that I was oper- 
ating as usual in my studio in the Goldsmith 
Building in Milwaukee. 

The War Production Board gave me an 
AAS priority on material so that I was able 
to stock a month’s supply of flashbulbs, pa- 
per, and film. The supply house with which 
I had done business previous to enlisting 
delivered the material within ten days. Noth- 
ing I had ordered was omitted, and there 
were no substitutions. 

With the exception of one out-of-town 
plant not yet reconverted to peacetime pro- 
duction, all my customers swung back to me 
within a month. 

I found materials up to the same stand- 
ards as before the war. Maybe there was a 
slight difference in the emulsion of papers, 
but it was hardly noticeable. (One thing the 
Army taught me was to work with materials 
at hand and not complain.) 

I discovered, too, that I learned another 
lesson in the Army that is standing fhe in 
good stead. Training in rifle shooting has 
made a better cameraman of me, since there 
is a similarity in holding and squeezing the 
trigger of a gun and the bulb of a camera. 

Because of the patience I had developed 
in squeezing the bulb in my studio, I learned 
to be a good marksman. Practice on the 
range, which called for squeezing off the 
shots, dovetailed with my camera work and 
improved my art. 

Learning to do without equipment stood 
me in good stead, too, when in Boston taking 
publicity shots for the Army. After a 21-day 
furlough upon my return from the Euro- 
pean theater of operations (I was-in North 
Africa and Italy), I was assigned to the 
First Service Command Headquarters in 
Boston. There I had to do interior shots with- 
out a tripod because the Army had not 
issued me a tripod. I got the shots by making 
one-second exposures, holding the camera

Until now, a major difficulty barring 
full utilization of the diagnostic capabili- 
ties of X ray has been the lack of auto- 
matic exposure control. This meant that 
every person brought before the X-ray 
camera for examination had to be indi- 
vidually measured by the technician han- 
dling the machine, and then a whole 
series of adjustments was necessary he- 
fore his picture could be taken, to in- 
sure the uniform film negatives on which 
reliable examination results depend.

only X-ray twice as many persons a 
day as he formerly could, but to achieve 
better and more useful results. 

In order to accurately evaluate X-ray 
chest pictures it is important to the radi- 
ologist that the exposures be uniform in 
density and in contrast. 

If every patient placed before the cam- 
era were the same as every other patient, 
this would be easy. Actually, though, 
every patient varies from every other, 
in not only size and thickness, but even 
in the degree to which X rays are trans- 
mitted through his body. These differ- 
ences are the important variables that 
make it difficult to obtain uniform film 
exposures, because they alter the amount 
of X radiation that reackes the film. 

Expert technicians develop consider- 
able skill in estimating the internal com-

The 
author of many important medical 
books and a founder of a large 
Chicago hospital, Dr. Thorek took 
time to organize the Photographic 
Society of America, and to write 
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a comprehensive book on photog- 
raphy ... “Creative Camera Art.” 
A new book, “Creative Photog- 
raphy,” is now in preparation. 


As do all beginners, Dr. Thorek 
had to master the initial rules 
which govern camera success. To 
these he has added his own care- 
ful prescription for amateurs: “Be 
original. Don’t plagarize titles or 
subject matter. Don’t try to emulate 
cubists, surrealists, or others—sane 
modernism is wholesome. Use your 
camera talents as an individual — 
with an eye to the beautiful...and 
don’t neglect your camera lens! Cul- 
tivate it Study its peculiarities, its 





possibilities. It will pay dividends!” 

Like the striking study of the 
Navajo Indian shown here, Dr. 
Thorek’s camera work bears the 
mark of delicate artistry and of 
tremendous graphic strength. As a 
final word of advice, he adds his 
secret: “Learn tomaster one camera 
only. I have used most of them and 
I always revert to my GRAFLEX. 
With a GRAFLEX, you are not shoot- 
ing in the dark!”

cause of home movie boredom is 
that committed by the beginner 
who moves from still camera to movie 
caimera using the same technique in 
both. Movies by their very name and 
nature imply motion. Yet the snap- 
shooter with a movie camera in his 
hands will invariably pose Uncle Frank 
and Aunt Suzie standing on the lawn 
in the conventional family group. This 
sort of thng is bad enough in a snap- 
shot, but with a movie camera the self- 
conscious agony is prolonged and we 
have an extension in time of the snap- 
shot album. Aunt Suzie giggles and 
Uncle Frank grins and this goes on 
until the camera’s motor spring sub- 
sides. Then when this not—so-animated 
tintype is projected on the screen the 
audience ultimately subsides. 
A movie camera is an entirely differ- 
ent contraption from a still camera and

_the two cannot be used in the same 


way. The whole idea of the motion pic- 
ture camera lies in its ability to record 
motion, for which it was designed. It 
should not be employed unless there is 
action to he photographed. A still 
camera stops action, a motion picture 
is a record of a sequence of instants 
of action. Unless there is a sequence— 
which is to say, a continuing action 
that has a beginning and an end—one 
is not making motion pictures even 
though the camera used is a motion pic- 
ture camera. 

Keeping the foregoing basic principle 
in mind it should be reasonably simple 
to take movies that will not put spec- 
tators to sleep. For instance: With 
your still camera you might pose Uncle 
Frank and Aunt Suzie on the front 
porch for a family album -snapshot. 
Now let us take the same subject and 
adapt it to the sequence-technique of 
moticn pictures. It is necessary to ap- 
proach the problem with the idea firm- 
ly in mind that this is a motion picture, 
with emphasis on the motion. So we 
have to think up a single sequence

THE TRUE GLORY 


Combat documentary combines brilliant fact footage of 


battles on the Western front with eloquent narration by 


Allied fighting men who show that team-work won the war 


KALEIDOSCOPIC view of the 
A battle for Europe from the prepa- 

ration for D-Day, June 6, 1944, 
through V-E Day, May 8, 1945, is offered 
in the 84 minutes of The True Glory, pro- 
duced by the governments of the United 
States and Great Britain, and released 
through Columbia Pictures. To attempt 
to tell the story of the re-conquest of a 
continent in somewhat less than an hour 
and a half is assuredly to hit snags, but 
The True Glory strikes few of them— 
and gracefully disentangles itself from 
those few. 

Photographed by combat cameramen of 
en impressive list of countries—United 
States, England, Canada, Poland, Bel- 
gium, France, Norway, Czechoslovakia, 
to name just the remembered—the tilm 
is a demonstration of the thesis stated by 
General Eisenhower in his introductory 
remarks, “Teamwork wins wars. 
teamwork of countries . . . teamwork of 
services .. . teamwork of men.” 

Much of the picture is new. Some of 
the scenes you will remember from news- 
reels. The whole story of the war is 
sketched here ...in the rhythmical 
marching feet of the Nazis, the terrifying 
sight of thousands of swastikaed flags, 
German mouths opening and closing in 
machinelike unison. In the black-painted, 
scared faces of paratroopers leaving the 
planes, early on D-Day’s morning. In 
the slow, frustrating battle for the Nor- 
mandy beach named “Omaha,” where the 
fighting was toughest, the going slowest 
and most bloody. Then, the torturous 
struggle inland, the terribly lost and 
shocked faces of men returned for a 24- 
hour rest from the front lines. 

There is beauty here, too, as well as 
horror. Feathered vapors trail from 
bombers flying at high altitudes. A fighter 
takes off in the early morning quiet of the 
countryside. Certain faces remain in 
your mind.

All this is narrated by the soldiers 
themselves—the voices of the cultured 
Englishman, the French Maqui, the Cana- 
dian, the Pole, the Brooklyn GI., the Ne- 
gro soldier—the men, in short, who made 
Ike’s team. Each tells his story as the 
screen reflects it. This somewhat new 
method of narration effectively paces the 
movie. Sometimes there is humor—as 
in the case of the cockney who reads from 
an official pamphlet on the joys of Army 
life as the screen reveals the joy of being 
dumped into the ocean when a small 
training boat overturns. The humor is 
wry, Mauldin-like, the tragedy under- 
stated. 

Then, there is anger in the voices, and 
wonder at the type of brain that could 
conceive the concentration camp, anger 
at the sight of bodies so thin, so mis- 
shapen that it would seem to be a mirror 
distortion you are viewing and-not a hu- 
man being. 

A rough nobility runs throughout the 
lines of narration, with poetry in many. 

A word, too, should be said for the mu- 
sical background. It was both grand and 
mocking. One of the most effective mo- 
ments in the movie occurs when home- 
sick Americans debark in England to the 
tune “White Christmas” as played by the 
scratchy, 1925-arrangement of an English 
band. 

But The True Glory is not without 
fault. Sometimes the narration bogs 
down in clichés. Particularly annoying 
is the voice of the nurse who describes 
a doctor’s swearing as he operates on a 
wounded soldier—and coyly hesitates to 
say the word “swore.” Little is said of 
the contribution of Merchant Marine, 
Navy, forces fighting in Italy, and the 
Russians. This was probably necessary 
due to the shortness of the film. A trib- 
ute is spoken to the Navy for its D-Day 
work, but it is hurried and one feels that 
it was put in because, “We have to say 
something about the Navy, so let’s say it 
here and get it done.” Occasionally the 
picture drags. The organization of the 
story, moving from spot to spot on a map 
of Europe, causes this, as well as the 
false notes struck here and there by nar- 
ration. 

The True Glory is not so well done as 
San Pietro or some of the Marine Corps 
stories of battles in the Pacific, but tell- 
ing the story of taking one city or one is- 
land is not the same as telling the story 
of retaking a continent. Considering the 
problems of editing and narration in- 
volved, The True Glory is one of the best

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Break It Up

which shall give us a movie of Uncle 
Frank and Aunt Suzie in the act of 
doing something. 

The simplest is a series of good me- 
dium shots and closeups that will ac- 
quaint the audience with Uncle Frank 
and Aunt Suzie. But instead of a single 
lengthy and boring shot of them, use a 
series of shots. For instance, take a 
medium shot of the couple talking to- 
gether, then move in and make a nice 
picture of Aunt Suzie, then one of 
Uncle Frank. And there you are: ina 
series of short scenes, each not more 
than seven to nine seconds long, you 
have introduced the subjects in a pleas- 
ing fashion. 

Or, since they have come to visit us, 
and we want a memento of that visit, 
we could record the visit itself. It could 
be done simply and directly. We eould 
pose Mom and Pop or the wife on the 
path leading to the house with our 
camera behind them and a little to one 
side so that the path down to the street 
is within the finder frame. We cculd 
then have the couple from Oshkosh 
start up the path as the camera motor 
is started and continue until they reach 
Mom and Pop, at which point they em- 
brance and shake hands. Now that is 
an unbroken sequence that tells a story 
in action, 


But if you wish to hold the interest 
of spectators even the foregoing simple 
action is not good enough. It is not good 
enough because too much takes place 
in one sequence, which occupies too 
much projection time. The eye quickly 
tires and interest lags when a single 
sequence is allowed to remain on the 
screen for more than eight or ten sec- 
onds on the average. Time assumes dif- 
ferent dimensions on a motion picture 
screen. This is especially tfue of silent 
movies where there is no dialogue to 
sustain interest in what is going on. 
This time factor is very important to 
bear in mind. 

The way to achieve this variety and 
rapid change of pace is simply by break- 
ing up the basic story sequence into 
shorter scenes. In the case of Uncle 
Frank’s and Aunt Suzie’s visit we can 
break it up in this wise: Take a short 
scene of their car drawing up to the 
curb. This could take about four or five 
seconds. Then, moving the camera clos- 
er, show them emerging from the car 
for another five or six seconds. Then 
take a closeup of their expressions as 
they look up the path towards the 
house, then a few seconds’ shot of Mom 
and Pop in front of the house perhaps 
waving a greeting. Then another quick 
shot of Uncle Frank and Aunt Suzie 
walking up the path. Then the clinch 
and handshaking broken by short close- 
up glimpses of the four people in the 
act of showing that they’re glad to see 





each other. 

Now that tells the same basic story 
as in our original long scene, but inter- 
est is heightened and sustained becaus: 
it has been broken down into shor! 
sub-sequences. Another way of putting 
it would be that the story has beer 
built up with short scenes in which 
descriptive detail has been emphasized 
The effect is to add just a dash of 
dramatic suspense. The elements o! 
drama enter into good movie technique, 
however undramatic the subject may 
seem to be. Even in so simple a se- 
quence as this one of Aunt Suzie’s and 
Uncle Frank’s visit, little questions of 
suspense, however slight, enter into the 
action. When the car rolls up the spec- 
tator asks subconsciously: Who are 
they and where are they going? What 
are they going to do? These questions, 
however trivial, sustain interest and 
prevent the attention from wandering. 

Principally, it is important to keep 
in mind that good movies are the re- 
sult of rapid action and change of pace 
—often referred to as tempo. The 
people in the pictures need not actually 
move rapidly but the effect of rapid 
action is created by breaking up se- 
quences into short scenes. It is in this 
way that attention is continuously stim- 
ulated. 

It is important to remember that ten 
seconds is a long time on the screen, 
and any scene that lasts longer than 
ten seconds should be the rare excep-

of this rule will go a long way towards 
making your movies terrific instead oi! 
soporific. It is true that many scene: 
in sound film run longer than ten sec 
onds but sound films enlist auditory at 
tention as well as visual, the dialogue 
thus plays its part in sustaning inter 
est. But even in sound productions you 
will notice that a long scene in a giver 
location is broken up by shifts in cam 
era angle and in alterations betwee: 
long shots and closeups. 

To achieve that variety of visual in- 
terest, which spells movies that wil! 
delight your friends, keep these prin 
ciples firmly in mind: Break up the 
action, change the camera angle fre 
quently, alternate closeups with long 
shots, and be sparing on the latter 
Above all, keep all scenes within the 
ten-second limit and make most of 
them around five to six seconds. 

These basic principles are applicable 
to any kind of movie shooting, not only 
to carefully contrived reels done ac- 


| cording to planned scenario. No matter 





how unimportant the subject you in- 
tend to shoot happens to be keep these 
principles in mind and formulate in 
your mind a simple scenario before you 
shoot. You may wish, for instance, 
merely to make a brief record sequence 
of your girl friend. That doesn’t mean 
you are to forget basic principles. You 
can always have your subject doing 
something. 

Let us suppose it is so simple a thing 
as walking. Instead of merely having 
the girl friend walking toward the 
camera, break that simple action up in- 
to its component parts. Let it have a 
beginning and a definite end so that 
when you have finished you will have 
a complete continuity, or sequence. You 
could, for example, take a long shot of 
her walking towards the camera; a 
cicseup; a long shot showing her from 
behind walking away from the camera 
toward the house; and finally a medium 
shot showing her in the act of sitting 
down on the steps next to you, if you 
can get someone else to shoot that last 
scene. However trivial that may be, it 
is at least a complete sequence told in 
terms of movie technique. It is com- 
plete because the girl friend is shown 
not just walking; she has an objective 
which she reaches at the end of the 
sequence. 

As another example, you wish to 
make a movie record of mother. Why 
not have her sitting on the porch peel- 
ing potatoes? You could show her en- 
tering the scene with the bag of po- 
tatoes, paring knife and bowl or cook- 
ing pot in a seven-second long shot 
Then show her starting the peeling 
operation (perhaps five seconds); then 
an extreme closeup of her hands pee! 
ing a potato for six to eight seconds; 
then a long shot of the action for fiv: 
to eight seconds; then a closeup of th: 
pot or bow! again with more peeled p« 
tatoes for a few seconds; then a clos« 
up of the full pot or bowl of peeled 
potatoes panning to a medium sho!

There you have a sequence that 
full of interest and action, a sequence, 
moreover, that is complete, having « 
definite beginning and end.

True 
it takes patience and much more time 
to take a sequence, but the result is we!! 
worth the trouble in entertainment 
dividends. 

We have been discussing the simple, 
basic principles of movie technique as 
they apply to informal home movies, 
and we have shown the importance of 
making a mental scenario for every- 
thing we shoot. Let us now sum up 
these principles in brief paste—it—in- 
your—camera-case form: 

1 Make each sequence, however short, 
complete, with a definite beginning 
and conclusion. 

2 Break up action into short scenes. 

3 Alternate closeups with long and 
medium shots.* 

4 Rarely allow scenes to run longer 
than ten seconds. 

5 Keep average scenes down to five 
or six seconds.

PHOTOGRAPHING CIGARETTES 
PROBLEMS sometimes arise when photo- 
graphing a lighted sigarette. If conditions 
permit a rapid exposure, the problem is 
relatively simple but if the exposure is to 
be an long one, it is not so easy. In order 
for the cigarette to appear lighted, there 
must be a long ash, but the ever-moving 
smoke will produce a blur and possibly spoil 
the picture. The question is, then, how 
to put out the cigarette without disturbing 
the ash. Here is how: push a pin through 
a piece of cardboard and impale the lighted 
cigarette on it. When the ash is of desired 
length, place a glass tumbler over it until 
the fire goes out from lack of oxygen. Then 
use the cigarette for the photograph, and 
draw the smoke in on the negative after- 


ward.—Robert LaBuwi. Oshkosh. Wis.

means of forcing such a state of mind 
on the unintered. Through it there can 
be the unity of beauty. 


Of course, now you say, “What is 
Beauty?” Largely a matter of per- 
spective, isn’t it? Ask one hundred 
persons for a definition of beauty and 
you'll receive one hundred different 
answers. 


Upon the facade of the William Rock- 
hill Nelson Gallery of Art at Kansas 
City, there are carved two inscriptions 
which helped me to awaken enough so 
that I could untangle the web that had 
for so long enmeshed my poor under- 
standing of art with its relation to 
beauty. 


One of these inscriptions, by Plotinus, 
18: 

Art deals with things forever 

Incapable of definition and 

That belong to Love, Beauty, 

Joy and Worship. The Shapes, 

Powers and Glories of which are 

Ever building, unbuilding 

And rebuilding in each man’s soul 

And in the soul of the whole world. 


The other inscription, by Goethe: 
As all Nature’s thousand changes 
But one changeless God proclaim 
Se in Art’s wide kingdom ranges 
One sole meaning still the same 
This is Truth, eternal reason 
From which Beauty takes its dress 
And serene through time and season 
Stand for aye in Loveliness 


These two philosophers, at least, ap- 
parently had a high regard for the 
effect of Truth, in an art form, upon 
the souls of ‘the world. In their state- 
ments they did not except photography 
as an art form, although it is something 
unknown to either of those great minds. 
Although soul can be little more than 
the delicate mechanism by which man 
is able to feel and respond to those 
things which do not effect him physical- 
ly (as does, say, sitting upon a tack or 
doing without several meals), it is the 
point toward which composition is 
aimed to complete the circuit that 
makes for a conscious feeling within 
the person looking at a picture. 


Anyone, by following the elementary 
rules set out in the instruction booklet 
packed with a box camera, can make 
adequate record photographs. But 
merely because the most minute detail 
in a picture is wire sharp and grain- 
less, this is not a phenomenon that 
necessarily indicates that the photo- 
graph is good. It is the pictorial sub- 
ject, the photograph in which composi- 
tion—art and form—has been a con- 
scious consideration, that plays upon 
the sensitive nerve ends of one’s soul. 


There are, broadly speaking, ‘two 
classes of pictures—those which include 
the human figure and those which do 
not. There are distinct differences in 
the possibilities for beauty in these 
two classes, but the high goal is reached 
in each through the same procedure— 
conscious composition, the wide-awake 
approach. 


The human figure is plastic; there-

fore, the entire body or single members 
of it can be moved to allow’ good com- 
position. If a rough sketch of a pro- 
posed picture is made before exposures 
are started and the general composi- 
tion of line and form agreed upon, it 
is usually possible to make use of the 
human form’s plasticity and allow it 
to follow an intended pattern. 


In the representation of inanimate 
objects, as in a landscape, the composi- 
tion problem changes but the conscious 
approach still applies. Here you are 
limited to the arrangement of things 
that are usually expressionless in 
themselves. However, through the pro- 
cess of selection of point of view, per- 
spective, emphasis, and _ suggestion, 
strong emotions may be recorded by the 
camera’s eye. 


Suggestion is always an important 
element in successful picture making. 
Conscious composition, which includes 


the mechanics of suggestion, is the 


means through which it is possible to 
achieve beauty in landscape. It is not 
for you to suppose that you can im- 
prove upon nature, but through con- 
scious mechanical means you can hold 
back some of her errors so that they do 


;not endanger the appearance of the fin- 


ished photograph. Through condensa- 
tion, simplification, and selection it is 
possible to suggest emotions which will 
lead you to think your material will 
make a picture. 


You don’t need to be an expert drafts- 
man to make use of this initial effort 
toward conscious composition. The 
roughest sort of pencil sketch will be 
sufficient and any scrap of paper can 
be an aid to a satisfying picture. A 
packet of 3x5-inch cards take up little 
space in your pockct or gadget bag, and 
these are always handy for making lay- 
out designs. Crude geometric patterns 
representing elements of a proposed 
picture are helpful. 


What if you are accused of “doo- 
dling?” Yours is the task of producing 
a good photograph by whatever means 
necessary, so don’t worry too much 
about the sideline photographers who 
are merely content to shoot—and hope. 
The most livable houses are designed 
upon paper by architects, and by the 
same token, many of the best photo- 
graphs are made before the shutter 
snaps. 


Analyze pictures at every opportuni- 
ty. Keep your eyes open for fresh ma- 
terial. Examine with a clinical (instead 
of a critical) eye the illustrations which 
editors have selected for use in their 
publications. Of course you’ve seen 
pictures that “weren’t as good as some 
of yours,” but editors do not arbitrarily 
select the material which they present 
to the readers who buy their publica- 
tions, 

Editors are interested in making 
good, firm impressions upon their pub- 
lic and they have learned from experi- 
ence what kind of pictures “twang” 
the partieular heart strings that their 
readers want vibrated. Many of these 
editors, finding a pattern that pleases,

Here’s a simple method of applying 
the clinical process to the examination 
of a picture to determine the element: 
with which it is put together: 


Place a sheet of thin paper (offic: 
second sheets or tracing tissue) over 
the illustration and with a heavy crayon 
or very soft pencil, roughly outline the 
border of the picture and then with 
simple, bold lines, trace an outline of 
the principal elements of the illustra- 
tion. The finished tracing should be 
elemental and have more the appear- 
ance of a crude geometrical design than 
a finished picture. At first you'll likely 
put in too much detail but it’s better 
to erase lines and simplify the sketch 
than to add detail. A little practice will 
soon make you proficient at detecting 
the basic line pattern of a picture. 


Short-story writers achieve success 
in their art by selecting a principal 
theme or circumstance and carrying it 
to completion in the simplest and 
quickest manner. Billboards allow only 
a few seconds for readers to grasp their 
message; cartoonists, likewise, reduce 
their ideas to simple forms. Examine 
their work and see for yourself how 
they tell, in a few deftly placed strokes 
of pen or crayon, a smashing story. 
Non-essentials are eliminated—the art- 
ists go straight to their point. Feelings 
they have experienced within them- 
selves are transmitted with a vigor to 
all who look at their drawings. These 
are examples of emphasis of a single 
feature. 


Photographers, too, reed to be able 
to select a single point of interest. It 
may be a graceful line or an interest- 
ing mass, but if the picture is to be 
successful it.-should not be weakened 
by other interests. Once a point of in- 
terest is established all else within the 
picture area should be subordinated to 
this focal point. 


In a broad sense artists are impres- 
sionists; they do not picture the objects 
themselves, but only what they are con- 
scious of seeing. In photography it is 
necessary for you to use your utmost 
skill in making a choice of subject mat- 
ter and in photographing it, because 
modern cameras (with their precision 
lenses) record all minute detail unless 
they are handled in such a manner as 
to produce a desired effect. Both optics 
and chemistry help considerably when 
the picture has progressed as far as 
the darkroom, but unless your negative 
has recorded the essential features, 
such as composition and idea, all the 
chemicals in the world will not produce 
a picture. 

In the simplification of a picture 
which begins with the selection of the 
subject you'll learn to feel that a cer- 
tain arranvement of line and mass will 
induce certain emotions. In a portrait 
or still life you can actually arrange 
such lines as you feel are needed in the 
picture. But you cannot alter the ar- 
rangement of lines in landscape—you

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can only select, and select you must. 


Therefore, you must learn to see 
lines and masses as forming parts of a 
pattern. Sometimes this is done by 
racking the camera lens out of focus 
and studying the pattern on the 
groundglass of the camera. If yours 
is a miniature camera you'll find view- 
ing the scene through a blue glass help- 
ful. Sometimes squinting at the object 
assists in allowing the mind’s eye to 
eliminate detail and record mass and 
design. The pencil sketch of the sub- 
ject also helps reduce the whole picture 
to an abstract design. 

It must not be thought, however, that 
the conscious making of a photograph 
is a matter of exact compliance with 
hard and fast rules. If set rules were 
followed we’d all produce the same kind 
of pictures. Heaven forbid! Pho- 


tography then would cease to be an 
art. 


These suggestions on conscious com- 
position are merely guides, and if you 
are to achieve any degree of distinction 
in the arts you must be able to use the 
rules without them using you. How- 
ever, there are always limits to the 
extent of detours you can take without 
getting yourself (or those seeing your 
finished picture) hopelessly lost. 

It is no easy task to convey to an- 
other person your own reactions to a 
subject through camera, lens, film, and 
paper. But unless you can make the 
person viewing the picture understand, 
then the entire effort is a failure. You 
may then abandon the subject or after 
careful analysis start over, this time 
with greater conscious effort. 

If you can compose at all (and con- 
scious composition is merely a think- 
ing process), if you can make pictures 
that are pleasing to yourself and make 
them so that they suggest to others the 
impressions you feel, then you have 


gone a long distance down the road to: 


successful picture making. You can do 
it too, if you’ll keep wide awake..— 


Color Salon Draws 
664 Entries 


HE Second Chicago International 

Color Slide Salon, sponsored by the 
Chicago Color Camera Club, closed 
September 22nd with a total of 664 en- 
tries representing 40 of the 48 states 
and 12 foreign countries, or a total of 
3,876 slides. This is the largest and 
most successful color slide salon ever 
held anywhere. 


Two days of judging resulted in 664 
accepted slides, with 12 medal and 28 
ribbon awards to the “top” forty slides.

is dull, interesting lighting and camera 
angles can make up for it in some meas- 
ure. One warning is to avoid too ex- 
treme an angle. But by taking a good 
picture with a different angle and bet- 
ter-than-average lighting, the photo- 
grapher has gone a long way toward 
making a dull picture interesting. 

Other assignments call for attention 
on what the models are doing rather 
than on the models themselves, Don’t 
let them grin, Cheshire cat-like, right 
at the camera. Have them intent on 
their work, fulfilling the purpose of 
the assignment and satisfying the 
photo editor. But in taking such a pic- 
ture, don’t forget your models. Always 
try to pose the people to their best ad- 
vantage, accenting their good features 
and making them as attractive as 
possible, 

A seemingly unimportant mistake— 
yet one that causes many good pictures 
to be rejected—is the matter of crop- 
ping. If you submit a photograph crop- 
ped horizontally, the picture editor im- 
mediately sees three columns of valu- 
able space being used. The same picture 
printed vertically will fit two columns. 
If the picture is not really outstanding, 


‘it will probably go into the rejection 


pile, the busy photo editor not caring 
whether it can be cropped: successfully 
as a vertical. So if you’re debating 
about your print when you put the 
negative in the enlarger, by all means, 
make it a vertical. 

Those are the complaints from the 
photo editors’ desks, so check some of 
your rejected prints to see if you’re one 
of the guilty offenders, and if so, get 
busy correcting the errors. It shouldn't 
be long until you’ll see more of your 
pictures ending up in publication rather 
than in editorial wastebaskets'—

If you have white tile walls, a white 
tube, and white foamy bubbles, it’s 
easy to get too much reflected light 
and a print that is lacking in contrasts. 
Correct lighting means soft, diffused 
lighting—and there are three good 
ways to do this. 

If reflectors are turned away from 
the model, so that the light hits the 
walls, the white tile will reflect enoug) 
to show contrasts and detail. (Incident- 
ally, this is an excellent means of light- 
ing any interior shot that has white 
walls.) 

Another way is to place the lights 
facing the wall area directly behind 
your model, effecting diffusion by han- 
ing sheets at the sides of the reflectors 
closest the model. The direct light is 
thus scattered to the side, away from 
the model, so that it can bounce back 
from the walls. 

The third effective method of diffu- 
sion is to hang thin, white cloth mate- 
rial in front of the reflectors, softening 
the light at its source. You can then 
handle your reflectors as you would 
normally, trying’ them in various posi- 
tions until you get the best possible 
lighting. 

For top photographic quality, 
must catch the sparkling highlights 
from the bubbles and the excellent 
textures that soap, water, and skin will 
bring out. 

Achieving all this and posing the 
model cleverly, you’ll have a picture 
with eye-appeal plus fine photographie

position of a patient’s chest, and of course 
can actually measure the thickness. But 
the measurement of each individual pa- 
tient, and the evaluation of the other 
factors that reveal how readily X rays 
will penetrate his tissues, is a time-con- 
suming procedure, and at best is only an 
approximation of the true conditions. 

Therefore even the best technician can 
attain only comparative uniformity of 
film exposures. The procedure is much 
like that used by a photographer who has 
no exposure meter: he must use his past 
experience to judge the proper setting 
of his camera to take into account light 
intensity, shutter speed, and diaphragm 
opening. The new phototimer is a device 
to turn the speed and accurate percep- 
tion of electronics to this task. 

Before the development of miniature 
photofluorography, X-ray images for di- 
agnostic purposes were made in one of 
two ways: either the patient was exam- 
ined directly by viewing the X-ray shad- 
ows on a fluorescent screen, or a full- 
sized photographic negative, placed be- 
hind the patient, was exposed by the 
X radiation passing through the patient's 
chest. 

Both to speed up the examining proc- 
ess and materially to reduce the cost of 
surveys, radiologists now use the minia- 
ture photofluorographic method. The pa- 
tient stands before a chest-high 16-inch 
square fluorescent screen, mounted in ths 
large end of a horizontal pyramid made 
of sheet metal. A miniature camera— 
similar to those used by amateur photog- 
raphers but motor driven and fitted with 
a special fast lens—is mounted in the 
small end of the pyramid, and focused 
on the inner side of the screen. 

A few feet away, mounted on its own 
adjustable stand, is a powerful X-ray 
tube, with the window through which the 
rays are hurled at 186,000 miles a second 
facing the patient and the screen. When 
the patient is positioned before the 
screen, he is interposed between the 
screen and the X-ray tube;*thus, when 
the technician presses the switch which 
turns the tube, the X rays pass through 
the patient’s chest and impinge on the 
fluorescent panel, causing it to glow with 
visible light. The X rays make a “shadow 
pattern” on the screen because their 
passage. through the body is impeded ir 
varying degrees by the differing densities 
of various parts of the body: bone struc- 
ture allows few of the rays to penetrate 
it and therefore registers as a shadow on 
the film while healthy lung tissue, full of 
air, makes penetration easy and shows as 
a dark, heavily exposed area on the film 

It is this “shadow piciure” on the muo- 
rescent screen that the miniature camera 
snaps automatically each time a fraction- 
of-a-second stream of X rays is released 
from the tube through the patient’s chest. 

The timer consists essentially of a 
photoelectric cell to “see” the light ema- 
nating from the fluorescent screen, 4

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this light, and an electronic “trigger 
tube” to shut off the X-ray tube when 
sufficient X rays have penetrated the pa- 
tient’s chest to yield a photograph of the 
desired density. 

The phototube “looks” at the screen 
simultaneously with the miniature cam- 
era mounted at the apex of the cone; but 
as it is mounted below the plane of light 
beams entering the camera lens, it doesn’t 
interfere with the action of the camera. 
It “sees” the same light, however, and 
thus can control the source of the light 
in a manner that will also control the 
exposure of the film. 

The phototube itself is known as a mul- 
tiplier tube. Arranged in a carefully 
worked out geometric pattern are nine 
crescent-shapped electrodes. Light strik- 
ing the first of these causes the emission 
of a stream of elactrons which strike the 
second electrode. This in turn emits an 
even greater number of electrons, which 
speed to the third. 

This process is repeated through the 
nine stages, building up the electron cur- 
rent from stage to stage. The current 
output of the ninth electrode in the se- 
ries—as much as a million times larger 
than the current produced by the first— 
is fed into a capacitor, or electric storage 
bin, where it is held until a sufficient 
voltage or pressure is built up to fire 
another electronic tube which operates a 
magnetic switch and shuts off the X-ray 
tube. 

Because the flow of current in an elec- 
tric eye tube is proportional to the 
amount of light falling on its cathode, 
the phototimer can measure precisely 
the amount of X radiation reaching the 
fluorescent screen. By designing the trig- 
ger tube to fire only when sufficient light 
has emanated from the screen to yield a 
good X-ray negative, the phototube shuts 
the X-ray tube off at the proper time 
irrespective of the thickness of the pa- 
tient’s chest or the presence of any un- 
foreseeable characteristics within the 
chest. 

Use of a photoelectric cell to control 
exposure time in photofluorography work 
wag first undertaken by Dr. Paul Hodges 
at the University of Chicago in 1940. An 
associate of his, Dr. Russell E. Morgan, 
had been experimenting in the measure- 
ment of light pickup of phototubes, and 
they foresaw that the phototube might 
be thus applied. The earliest models of 
the device were built by Dr. Morgan in 
his own laboratory. A practical commer- 
cial Phototimer is now being produced 
in quantity. —

American visitors here during the war 
were all too generous in their respect for 
what we have done, and ‘are doing, in 
documentary. They have confessed that 
here, for the first time, Britain has done 
something that America has not. We ap- 
preciate on our side that the development 
and basis of American documentary films 
has been different from ours, yet we can 
see ahead the great strides that will be 
made once American documentary mak- 
ers grasp their need to diverge from Hol- 
lywood methods. 

The influence of Hollywood over Office 
of War Information production has been 
clear for us to see, and unfortunately 
American documentary producers have 
not yet learned that creative and eco- 
nomic independence which we have con- 
trived to secure in England. What is 
needed, perhaps, if a foreigner may ven- 
ture to remark, is a greater coordination 
among the various units and technicians 
making documentary films in America 
and less cf dog eating dog. I noticed 
clearly when I visited America in 1937-38 
that units and technicians were working 
in isolation from each other, and were 
thus incapable of cr2ating a documentary 
movement as a whole. 


Our strength in England has not been 
the making of a few isolated films which 
have had individual success. It has been 
the creation of production machinery 
spread over a number of units which has 
ensured a steady flow of good pictures to 
meet a number cf purposes. It is inter- 
esting to point out that among the 700-odd 
documentary films produced for the Min- 
istry of Information since 1940, every kind 
of technical style can be found. Actors, 
studios, musicals, real people, narration, 
synchronised dialogue, diagrams—every 
branch of film technique has been pressed 
into the service of the documentary film 
makers. 


One aspect of the documentary film 
during the war, which has had little men- 
tion on most sides was the immense ex- 
change of film footage between the United 
Nations. By this I do not mean the ex- 
change of completed films, but the mak- 
ing available of film “coverage,” to be 
edited and shaped by the receiving coun- 
try. Millions of feet of film shot by the 
British have passed into films edited in 
America and Canada, while footage from 
many American documentaries has been 
broken down and used in English factual 
films. World of Flenty alone drew ma- 
terial from more than 40 American films. 
This passing around of footage, not as 
completed films, will have a great place 
in future documentary production and 
will help to circulate national material on 
an international basis. Films like the 
well-known Why do We Fight series su- 
pervised by Frank Capra and the Cana- 
dian National Film Board’s World in Ac- 
tion series indicate the many opportuni- 
ties that exist for compilation films, films 
edited from existing footage with a mini- 
mum of footage freshly shot. My follow- 
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up film to World of Plenty, a film about 
housing to be called Land of Promise, 
draws upon existing footage dating back 
to Armistice 1918. There will be room for 
many more such compliations of authentic 
library material. 

There is one development which we are 
especially keen to see launched now that 
the war is over. That is, the exchange not 
only of films between countries but pro- 
duction personnel. We would like to see 
established machinery by which two or 
three American documentary directors 
could come to England and make films 
here at our expense, using our technicians 
and unit facilities. In return, some of our 
personnel could be invited to America to 
make films there with your units. This 
would bring a freshness to subject mat- 
ter and an interchange of ways-and meth- 
ods of working that might have inspiring 
results. 

The whole postwar situation in Eng- 
land for documentary and educational 
films is ripe with opportunities. Al- 
though no future for the Ministry of In- 
formation has officially been planned, 
there is no doubt that the government 
will continue to use factual films as a 
means of communication between itself 
and the people it represents. Government 
films will go on being made in the wide 
fields of social medicine, public health, 
agriculture and farming, transport, and 
labor management, to name only a few 
demands. At the same time, there is a 
growing consciousness among local au- 
thorities to use films for interpretation. 
The City of Manchester, for example, has 
voted a considerable sum of mcney to 
have made a documentary film on civics 
and citizenship, a film which in this age 
of revitalized democracy will have wide 
interest outside the city in which it is be- 
ing made. 

The Scottish Office, for long most in- 
telligently minded about films, has ambi- 
tious plans In this past two years it has 
been responsible for exciting and sociaily 
important films on hydro-electric plan- 
ning, juvenile delinquency, state medical 
services, infant mortality, and land rec- 
lamation. The Ministry of Education is 
already having made experimental edu- 
cational films and intends equipping 
schools and all places of adult education 
with the means of projection. Many 
large industrial firms are interested in us- 
ing films for training, industrial psychol- 
ogy, and internal organizational relations. 

Now that the war is over, there is a 
great surge forward to acquire projection 
equipment. More than one city is dis- 
cussing the idea of establishing civic 
cinemas, owned and managed by the 
municipality, for the regular projection of 
factual films both to ordinary and spe- 
cialized audiences. The whole of this 
movement reveals something quite apart 
from the entertainment side of motion 
pictures. It represents the growing up of 
the movie medium to an age when its sole 
occupation cannot remain the novelette. 
The film has become an important and 
influential instrument of national and in- 
ternational purpose. It has profound 
duties and responsibilities to shoulder, 
and we in England, for our part, are pre- 
pared to shoulder them.—pe

cradled in my arm, from a standing position. 
Each picture was sharp and clear, and the 
time exposures were successful. 

No one believed me when I reported that I 
made the exposures without the steadying 
aid of a tripod. My boss, a technical ser- 
geant, sluffed it off with, “No wonder you 
took Anzio.” 

Of course, Anzio was nothing like Boston. 
A tripod would have been of little value 
there where we got it from all sides from 
the twenty-second day of January, ’44 to the 
twenty-third day of May. 

If I developed steady nerves under fire it 
was because I had to in order to print pic- 
tures under conditions that even a* tripod 
could not withstand. We were pounded in- 
cessantly from the air and by artillery. My 
studio was in a second floor room of a 
wrecked building. Jerry would come in and 
drop one, first on the right, then on the left, 
and then behind the building. Then it was 
time to get out and seek cover, but I usually 
managed to sweat out those three eggs to 
hurry the print through. 

My work overseas with the Sixth Corps 
Headquarters Engineers was to take before 
and after pictures of bridges, mine fields, 
and captured Jerry equipment, but at Anzio, 
Jerry sought out ammunition trucks as tar- 
gets, and I had the uncomfortable job of 
sneaking up to within 70 feet of the dynamic 
inferno, shooting, and then retreating—but 
fast—to the safety of 200 feet. I managed 
always to get to the safety point on the split 
second—just in time to feel the concussion 
and see the billowing smoke from the ammo 
as it rent the air with explosions. 

I had one great advantage in reopening 
my studio—one that made it possible for me 
to begin with the least delay. My studio was 
intact. Everything, except for my cameras 
which I had given for keeping to Harold 
Stanfield (a former partner, now on the Mil- 
waukeé Journal staff), was in place. To be 
sure there was several inches of dust to be 
blown off and a good airing was needed, but 
that was all. 

The cameras which Harold guarded are a 
5x7 Deardorff View, with a set of Protars all 
the way from 514 inches to 16% inches and 
a 9-inch Zeiss Apo-Tessar color-corrected 
lens, and a 4x5 Anniversary Model Speed 
Graphic. ‘ 

When I left for the Army, June 22, 1942, 
building manager Ted Van der Heyden told 
me my studio would be waiting for me upon 
my return, unless, of course, he found it ab- 
solutely necessary to rent it. In that case he 
agreed to store everything. As it was, he had 
used the middle of my thousand-square-foot 
studio to store a few items for other tenants. 
We quickly and easily cleared these out. 

Eyen my ’41 model car was in good shape. 
I had stored it in a furniture warehouse, set 
it up on jacks, and covered it. Tires were 
good as new. In a couple of days after appli- 
cation I had a “B” cafd which allowed me 
gasoline up to 450 miles a month. I needed a 
new battery and that was readily secured. 

It is now three months since I’ve returned 
to the quiet and peace of civilian life. It has 
been long enough to feel the public pulse to

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Marine Corps will be able to get jobs in 
their field. This includes everything 
from photo finishing to animation. The 
concensus is that the training and ex- 
perience these men have—with the lat- 
est and best equipment and instruc- 
tors—is far better than they could 
have gained at most photographic 
schools or apprentice jobs. They will 
be the first away from the G.I. barrier 
in the race for pix jubs—and the favor- 
ites. But this does not mean that they 
are the only G.I.’s hankering after a 
photographic career. Photography is 
one of the three most popular subjects 
offered troops serving in Europe in the 
special schools which were set up early 
this fall by the Army’s Information and 
Education Division. (A similar project 
is planned for the Pacific.) The two 
other top-demand courses are small 
business and the language of the par- 
ticular country in which the men are 
living. 

Insofar as possible the program is 
geared to civilian needs. Vocational 
guidance is an important part of it. An 
approximation of on-the-job training 
is given whenever possible. Men are 
encouraged to learn trades or take 
courses which will give them high school 
or college credits. The courses are giv- 
en abroad only, for the men who are 
marking time in camps in the U. S. 
theoretically are going through the 
discharge process too fast to warrant 
their starting any Army-sponsored 
schooling. 

There are now thousands of Unit 
schools overseas, almost every one of 
which is offering a course in photog- 
raphy. The size of the school varies 
with the size of the unit to which it is 
attached. They are set up for all groups, 
from a company to a battalion. The 
students determine the _ curriculum. 


Classrooms may be almost anything 

t hand. Some are held in Nissen huts. 
One photo class for a unit of the 4th 
Armored Division is in a factory build- 
ing, yet the class is so crowded it is 
being run in three shifts. Another class- 
room is an ex-beer hall. Some of the 
men have fixed up dark rooms in tents. 
Classes take three hours a day. Courses 
last eight weeks. The men can take one 
after another, in more and more ad- 
vanced phases, as long as they are ov- 
erseas. 


Along with the two obvious reasons 
why photography rates high—its al- 
most universal hobby appeal and the 
amateur’s hope of becoming a profes- 
sional—in an unexpected third. A great 
many of the boys picked up cameras 
(as well as Iron Crosses, Officers’ hats, 
and hand grenades) as battlefield sou- 
venirs. Inadequate supplies of film and 
paper to meet the unexpectedly large 
demand are only partially offset by slow 
official release of large stores of cap- 
tured supplies. But the G.I.’s are good 
at scrounging and classes continue with 
undiminished enthusiasm. 


When competent instructors are not 
available through the Army, German 
photo experts are “requested” to teach 
classes.

On-a more professional scale is the 
photo training given at the Army’s 
three universities in Europe at Biar- 
ritz, France; Florence, Italy; and 
Schrivenham, England. There the would 
be front-page men work together with 
the journalism students in putting out 
laily newspapers, complete with pic- 
tures. Men whose qualifications and 
training needs are above the level of 
the unit school may be assigned to 
temporary duty as students at one of 
these universities. 


Unofficially, some men are getting a 
similar break in the U. S., but it is just 
good luck if they do. At SCPC, for in- 
stance, a few Hollywood draftees are 
spending off-duty hours giving person- 
nel at the post a studio course—includ- 
ing pointers on sets, lighting, direction 
and camera work. The only way men 
in this country can officially get photo 
training while still in uniform (aside 
from Signal Corps duty and its coun- 
terparts in the other services) is 
through the U.S. Armed Forces Insti- 
tute. USAFI offers correspondence 
courses in practically anything. Ele- 
mentary photography is one of them. 
Lessons, sixteen in all, are designed 
to provide a background in photograph- 
ie theory. Along with each lesson is an 
optional assignment for those who have 
box Brownies or better, and want te 
send in their pictures for individual 
criticism. Anyone whose correspondence 
course has been started before his dis- 
charge has a right to complete it de- 
spite his “mister” status. 

Through USAFI military men can 
take correspondence courses offered by 
any approved school. The government 
pays half the cost or $20, whichever 

less. Correspondence photo courses 
m the approved list are offered by the 
iniversities of Colorado, Iowa, Michi- 
gan, Oklahoma and the Western Wash- 
ngton School of Education. 


After discharge, it is to the G.I. Bill 
of Rights that men must look for their 
hance at professional training. All 
onorably discharged veterans who 
ave had at least 90 days of service af- 
ter September 16, 1940 (not counting 
such educational duty as the Army’s 
\STP or Navy V-12 programs) are 
ligible under the Bill for a year of 
chooling at government expense. In 
ddition, men under 25 or men who can 
prove their schooling -was interrupted 
y military training, can get extra 
zovernment-supported time at school 
jual to the amount of time they spent 
on active duty between September 16, 
940 and the end of the war, up to a 
iaximum of four years. Application 
hould be made within two years after 
ischarge.

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Early in October General Omar N. 
Bradley, V.A. head, told Congress he 
would like to see the education provi- 
sions liberalized in several respects. He 
recommended allowing veterans to take 
their studies in fareign countries if 
they chose; removing the 25-year age 
limitation on education beyond the first 
year; and permitting veterans to take 
short intensive high-cost courses as 
well as the full-school-year program 
now allowed. If adopted, the latter pro- 
vision will be weleome to men who hope 
to take up photography. 

Under the present Bill payments by 
the government go up to $500 a year 
for tuition and supplies, exclusive of 
board, room and travel, Subsistence al- 
lowance for full-time students is $50 
a month for single persons, $75 a 
month for those with one or more de- 
pendents. A part-time course, coupled 
with a part-time job, cuts down the 
subsistence rate. 

Made to measure for would-be news 
photographers is the provision for pay- 
ment of the subsistence allowance to 
men who are taking apprentice train- 
ing, provided the allowance, plus ap- 
prentice salary, is not greater than the 
salary a man would earn when fully 
trained. 

Disabled veterans get their education 
(vocational -ehabilitation they call it) 
under Public Law 16. More liberal than 
the G.I. Bill, subsistence allowances 
start at $92 a month, increase with each 
dependent. Since the Veteran’s Adminis- 
tration guarantees the employability 
of men taking this training, the appli- 
cant does not have an entirely free 
choice. If V.A. won’t approve the trade 
he wants to try for, the veteran can 
elect to take his training under the G.I. 
Bill instead—with no strings attached. 
There are of course, many fields of pho- 
tegraphy in which physical disability 
would be no real handicap. 

But veterans who want to study pho- 
tography will be pretty much at sea if 
they approach the Veteran’s Adminis- 
tration looking for advice on what ap- 
proved school would suit their needs. 
So far General Bradley’s house cleaning 
has not made education under the G.I 
Bill anywhere near perfect. Adminis- 
tration is so decentralized that it is 
nearly impossible to discover any of 
the details in Washington. It varies 
from region to region, but in general 
a man must choose his school, then ask 
if V.A. will approve his going there un- 
der the Bill. Schools are listed by re- 
gion, and are not broken down by 
trades. 

With an $1100 to $1400 scholarship 
his for the asking, a man will want to 
make the most of it. But it looks as 
though he will have to make a labor- 
ious and somewhat haphazard canvass 
by mail, unless he is willing to limit 
his choice to thumbing through the 
classified directory of the nearest large 
town. Until October the only list the 
U.S. Office of education had of schools 
giving photo courses was dated 1930. 
In a number of cases men applying 
for aid in going to a school of photog-

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raphy have been turned down, perhaps 
because standards of particular school 
had not been approved, possibly be- 
cause a few fly-by-night outfits have 
given photographic schools a bad name. 


A great many public trade schools 
and tecunical vocational schools give 
courses in photography. The trend has 
started to reach the universities now, 
some of them offering advanced courses 
in motion picture, advertising, portrait 
and news techniques. For men without 
the formal academic background for 
these courses, there are a few fine 
schools, some with national reputations, 
which select students on the basis of a 
personal interview and have very lim- 
ited educational requirements. 


A number of reasons for optimism 
may be cited from the survey of pho- 
tegraphic job opportunities for veter- 
ans. Since VJ Day the Signal Corps 
has received an ever increasing number 
of inquiries from firms with jobs in 
the photographic field. Until recently 
the Army could do nothirg but turn 
them over to the U. S. Employment 
Service. Now they have permission to 
list the best opportunities in Close-Up, 
the Signal Corps house organ. 


The enthusiasm with which photo 
enterprises are looking for personnel 
among the military indicates a consid- 
erable backlog of unfilled jobs. The 
Photographic Manufacturers and Dis- 
tributors Association of America, 303 
Lexington Ave., New York 16, New 
York, is sponsoring an industry-wide 
veteran-hiring project. Each of the 
2500 dealers in the association will reg- 
ister returning vets for jobs. A special 
blank summarizing each man’s train- 
ing and experience in photography is 
forwarded to be published in the Asso- 
ciation’s monthly Employment Bulle- 
tin. When last checked, of the 231 men 
who had applied, 131 had been offered 
one or more jobs. Eighty-nine were still 
impatiently toting up their discharge 
points. Your local photo dealer should 
know about it. Ask hm. 


Jack Price, in his column in Editor 
& Publisher, surveyed the field for still 
men recently. Opportunities for the 
newcomer were plentiful, he opined, 
but they were not in big time. “There 
will be few jobs available in New York” 
or “other large cities. We recommend 
that photographers coming out of the 
services return to their home towns and 
try their luck either as free lancers or 
with the local newspaper . . . Almost 
1000 small dailies are without any pho- 
tographic facilities and this field offers 
more possibilities ... The former Army 
photographer might work out a deal 
with the local paper whereby he may 
operate as the staff cameraman and 
also be permitted to use the plant for 
commercial work.” A week later he 
reported “An editor of a weekly news- 
paper tells us we missed a good bet in 
not including the 10,000 weeklies in our 
proposed program for the expansion 
of news photography.” 

Shortly after Donald Nelson became 
its chief, the Society of Independent

bureau for ve.crains. A number of film 
trade papers have offered free advertis- 
ing space for ex-C.I.’s who want movie 
jobs. Although the film industry is 
so thoroughly unionized that the new- 
comer finds ic both difficult and expen- 
sive to join up, it looks as though 
veterans will get a break here, too. 

Variety reports that at least two Hol- 
lywood unions, the Studio Set Electri- 
cians Local 728, IATSE, and Interna- 
tional Sound Technicians Local 695, are 
working out plans to take in a set num- 
ber of veterans for training in addition 
to their own returning servicemen. Both 
locals have already placed a few veter- 
ans in the industry and are urging their 
idea on other unions. 

On the whole men in the industry 
seem to feel that so far as movie jobs 
are concerned, ex-military men _ will 
find their greatest opportunities in new 
fields which are already beginning to 
open up. Visual education — the pro- 
duction of training and educational 16 
mm, films in one in which the opportun- 
ities appear limitless. A trade organiz- 
ation has already been started and has 
staked a claim for the veteran ‘n it. 
Some 100 producers, directors, w.iters 
and technicians set up the Information 
Film Association at a meeting in New 
York last August. Hoping to cash in on 
the boom that’s a-borning, the Associa- 
tion declared as one of its aims “to 
assist veterans of the photographic 
services of the armed forces in finding 
placement in film production, not only 
for their own good but so that the entire 
field may benefit from their exper- 
ience.” 

Special departments in some of the 
fancier advertising agencies have been 
organized to handle educational film 
accounts. In comparison to some 20,000 
movie houses in the United States and 
Canada, there are now 225,000 schools, 
20,000 churches and about 30,000 other 
organizations which are active markets 
for 16mm films. One estimate is that 
10,000 educational films have been made 
so far for school use. Most of the films 
for this market will be made by inde- 
pendents. 

With GI loans and the priority given 
veterans under the Surplus Property 
Act for purchase of equipment it should 
be ideally possible for several men to 
pool their talents and their credit and 
open shop. 

We say “ideally” to allow for the 
incredible red-tape that prevailed in 
administering these matters as we went 
to press. 

Here’s how it should work under the 
Bill: Armed with his discharge papers 
plus such figures and plans as he has 
drawn up, the veteran negotiates a loan 
with his local bank, or some U.S. 
lending agency like the RFC or the 
smaller War Plants Corporation at 4 
percent for up to $4000. If the Veter- 
an’s Administration approves, it guar- 
antees, and pays the first year’s interest 
or, $2000 of the loan. In return it takes 
a mortgage on the business property 
or equipment. Repayment is amortized 
over a twenty-year period.

Suppose, though that five G.I.’s de- 
cide to start an independent small-scale 
company or store. Their combined loans 

if approved) would give them a start- 

ing capital of $20,000. Next move, if 
hey are well advised, is to try to get 
ome surplus photographic property 
hrough the government. 

They apply or write to any office of 
the SWPC, giving complete details 
about the kind of property they want 
for their business. SWPC checks to 
nake sure they are either already dis- 
charged on terminal leave or inactive 
duty—and that the property is for their 
wn small business. (Under SPA’s Oc- 
tober 10 regulation, “small business” is 
any firm employing less than 500 men.) 
SWPC then gives the vets certificates 
stating that they are entitled to prefer- 
ence in buying the types and amounts 
of property they have requested. SWPC 
sees to it that they are steered to the 
proper agency—in this case the Com- 
merce Department. 

Veterans may look over surplus be- 
fore they buy it. Prices to them must 
not, by law, be any higher “than the 
lowest price which is offered to any 
trade level” at the time of purchase. 
What the “preference” really means 
is that after the Federal Government 
agency and state local governments 
have filled their needs, veterans get first 
choice bureaucratic red-tape. 

Best of all, they can get liberal cred- 
it terms under the law—as low as 15 
per cent down, the balance payable in 
three to five years. If our group decides 
to put half of its capital as a down pay- 
ment, it could get over $66,500 worth 
of goods. The men would have plenty 
of cash still left for operating expenses. 
(Preference may also be applied for 
the initial stocking of a veteran’s store 
with surplus which he can resell to the 
public, or to buy equipment, such as a 
ear, which he might be required to have 
for a particular job.) 


A building movie business doesn’t 
have to be on a large scale to be suc- 
cessful. Two Signal Corps men, work- 
ing on nights, week-ends, an occasional 
three-day pass and the traditional 
shoestring have recently filmed and 
sold two one-reel shorts, “Playwrights 
Furlough and Shorty,” soon to be re- 
leased through Universal.

But from our 
esearch we learned much about the 
ature of sensitizing. What we got was 
ot an immediately applicable discovery 
yut knowledge, the systematic knowl- 
dge we call science. The main purpose 
f a research laboratory is not.to make 
nventions but to create knowledge. 


Photographic film can be made more 
ensitive by making the crystals of 
ilver bromide larger. However, when 
these large crystals of silver bromide 
turn into silver in development, little 
clumps of silver become visible on the 
screen and the pictures look grainy. 
Our understanding of the nature of 
sensitizing has enabled us to make film 
more sensitive without increasing the 
graininess. 

In the improvement of movie films 
another piece of work in a different 
field of chemistry has played a great 
part. Because silver bromide is sensi- 
tive only to blue, violet, and ultraviolet 
light, the movies of twenty years ago 
were taken by daylight or by arc lights. 
The ultraviolet rays produced by the 
powerful arc lights hurt the eyes of 
the actors and make colors and com- 
plexions seem pasty. 

Fortunately, science was ready with 
a solution to this problem. Many years 
before, photographic scientists had 
found that film could be made sensitive 
to yellow light by adding dye to the 
ilver bromide. But only a few dyes 
were known to work and the use of 
them had practical disadvantages. Be- 
fore 1914 these dyes came from Ger- 
many. However, the German chemists 
had contented themselves with finding 
a few useful dyes and had not identi- 
fied their structure. When the supply 
f German dyes ceased in 1914, English 
and American chemists started to pro- 
luce them. The chemists of Cambridge 
University were not satisfied simply to 
make the dyes; they also investigated 
the composition of each dye. They 
found out how the molecules were put 
together. 

As a result of this scientific research, 


t became possible to make a great many. 


new dyes—thousands of them — and 
ome of these dyes were much better 
ensitizers for silver bromide than any 
f the German dyes. With these new 


lyes, film could be made more sensitive © 


to yellow light than to blue. Also, these 
lyes sensitize finegrain film so much 
better than they sensitize film of coarser 
rrain that finegrain film could be made 
ery sensitive either to daylight or to 
irtificial light from tungsten lamps. 


This new panchromatic film, as it 
was called, had an influence in two di- 
ections in photography: It made pos- 
ible the use of miniature cameras to 
take small pictures which could be en- 
irged without showing graininess, and 
t made possible the replacement of arc 
amps On movie sets by the more con- 
enient and noiseless tungsten lamps.

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practical advantages didn’t come from 
looking for them. They came from look 
ing for knowledge, a knowledge ‘of the 
chemical molecular structure of the sen- 
sitizing dyes. 

The development of the new sensitiz- 
ing dyes and, thus, of panchromatic 
film made possible the realization of 
the photographer’s dream—photography 
in color. The principles of color pho- 
tography were established about eighty 
years ago by a very clever and far- 
seeing Frenchman, Duces du Hauron, 
long before there was any possibility of 
realizing his plans. More than thirty 
years ago, a patent was granted for 
making a color photography by coating 
on a single film three layers of photo- 
sensitive material, one layer sensitive to 
red light, one to green, and one to blue 
light and then, after exposure, produc- 
ing in each layer dye images comple- 
mentary to the light to which the layer 
was sensitive; that is, a_ blue-green 
image in the _ red-sensitive layer, a 
magenta image in the green-sensitive 
layer, and a yellow image in the blue- 
sensitive layer. 


Unfortunately, this could not be done 
because neither the sensitizing dyes nor 
the chemicals which produced the dye 
images would stay in their own places; 
instead, when the three layers were 
coated they wandered into the wrong 
layers. It was-not until so many ex- 
cellent sensitizing dyes were found that 
it was possible to choose dyes which 
would not wander and to overcome the 
other difficulties 


It will be of particular interest to 
learn that the first successful color film 
was made by two young musicians, Leo 
Godowsky, Jr. and Leopold Mannes, who 
were trained in chemistry and were 
enthusiastic experimenters in_ color 
photography. 


They deserted their music for a time, 
came to our laboratory, and there with 
the aid of the new sensitizing dyes and 
our knowledge of photographic science 
perfected a practical process of color 
photography. From this have come many 
developments, so that almost all the 
home movies are now made in color 
while the ordinary snapshots can be 
made in color as easily, though not yet 
as cheaply, as in black and white. 


While all this has been going on, our 
knowledge of the science of photography 
has been growing steadily. Forty years 
ago, when all this work on photography 
was starting, there was no thought of 
new film, of better movies, or of pic- 
tures in color. We wanted to understand 
how a photographic image was _ pro- 
duced, how silver bromide came to be 
so sensitive to light, what happened 
when it was exposed, and how it 
turned into silver during development. 
Step by step the nature of these mys- 
teries has become ,clearer. Today our 
aim in the research laboratory is still 
a better understanding of the science 
of. photography. —pz

Know where it is comparitively safe to 
traverse, the time and places that ava- 
lanches are subject to occur if any, the 
hours and even the time of year during 
which certain seracs or crevasses are 
bathed in the best light. 


It has been my experience that the 
best pictures are seldom found on the 
crest of a mountain, depending of course 
on the mountain. In the first place if 
its a high one, chances are the mood for 
depicting the glories of nature will be 
at ebb tide. The lethargy of high alti- 
tudes and exertion of attaining them 
combine to dull ones artistic senses at 
times. Photography at such a time may 
seem to be very unimportant; then too 
the greatest physical or mental 
thrills resulting from attaining the 
crest of a real mountain are not neces- 
sarily photogenic. Maybe its the satis- 
factory thrill of accomplishment, or 
perhaps the more earthly thrill of look- 
ing out into space with the whole world 
at your feet. But just try to record that 
in pictures. You may make a stab at 
the latter but with almost invariable 
failure, for it is impossible to record 
photographically all the impressions 
the eye and mind receive of such ex- 
periences. 

So lets spend most of our camera 
vacations not too far above that tim- 
berline—far enough to give the neces- 
sary perspective of height but at the 
same time let’s use some of the props 
that nature has so generously bestow- 
ed on the actual slopes of the moun- 
tain itself rather than the crest where 
there is only one angle of perspective 
and that is down. 

The ice age still exists to a degree 
on many of the volcanic cones that tow- 
er thousands of feet into the Pacific 
Northwest skies. Many such famous 
peaks as Mt. Rainier, Baker, and Hood 
still have spectacular glaciers cascad- 
ing down their precipitous 
Mountaineers often climb for miles up 
these perpetual ice rivers to reach the 
crest of the peaks, or spend their week- 
ends and vacations exploring the thou- 
sands of square miles of ice fields in 
the numerous glacial areas delving deep 
into caves and crevasses or climbing 
the icy pinnacles. Needless to say the 
mountaineer with a camera will liter- 
ally find himself snowed under with 


spectacular subjects of unbelievable 
beauty. 
Glacier photography equipment 


should be kept to a minimum. It is 


hardly good mountaineering etiquette - 


to spend precious time rummaging 
through a pack full of filters and cam- 
eras while an obliging stooge dangles 
at the far end of a rope awaiting your 
pleasure. And there’s little need of a 


cumbersome camera or tripod. In most: 


cases the abundance of light will elim- 
inate any excuse for the latter, and a 
medium-size folding camera that can 
be carried within immediate reach for

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a fast draw is certainly of more value 
than a fine big blunderbuss packed 
snugly in the bottom of your pack. My 
favorite job for glacier shooting is an 
old 9 x 12 cm compact folding camera 
in which I generally use film pack— 
again for convenience. A medium yell- 
ow filter in a sunshade complete the 
outfit which because of its simplicity 
and convenience of handling, has 
bagged many a shot that might other- 
wise have been passed up. At the same 
time it has given me freedom of move- 
ment that means so much in tight 
places—especially while traveling rop- 
ed in with other members of a good 
sized party. 

I don’t mean to give the impression 
that the photographer should travel 
without a back pack. Far from it. In 
fact, a good ruck sack is practically a 
“must” in any mountaineering work, 
whether you’re just climbing or out for 
pictures. Extra clothes in the form of 
sweaters or wind breakers should be 
taken along, also good food and extra 
film. Even the camera may be tucked 
away until the scene of action is reach- 
ed. Sun glasses and sunburn oil, too, 
are among numerous essential knick- 
nacks that should be along on any gla- 
cier excursion. If you are a veteran of 
this sort of thing you will already 
know what can be attempted in safety 
—or I might say comparative safety. 

Yes, those mountain storms above 
timberline can be serious affairs. The 
sweep of unbroken gales across a bar- 
ren slope with sleet or snow driven be- 
fore it can tax even the hardiest and 
most experienced mountaineer. I have 
been caught on the mountain in summer 
blizzards as severe as many I’ve seen in 
the winter. A couple of years ago while 
caped on the Columbia Ice Fields on 
the roof of the Canadian Rockees our 
party was confined to our pup tents for 
a couple of days by a mid-July blizzard 
with temperatures far below freezing. 
It was fortunate the blizzard caught us 
in camp and that we were fairly well 
equipped to weather it in comparative 
comfort. 


Often the mountaineer photographer 
is treated to sights and thrills reserved 
for only those who climb high, whether 
it be by foot or plane. He will find him- 
self suddenly climbing up out of a 
shroud of clouds and rain into sun- 
shine and blue sky, and as he progress- 
es upward a scene of unearthly beauty 
may spread out around him in a sea 
of billowing clouds dashing against the 
higher mountain peaks, much as waves 
crashing about so many islands. A 
companion silhotetted atop a rocky 
crag surveying the scene below will 
provide an unforgettable picture sub- 
ject—a shot to revive memories of the 
thrill of a lifetime. 


If your party leader deems it advis- 
able to rope in while negotiating some 
precarious slope or crevassed area, then 
you may be somewhat limited in your 
activities. Still, there may be opportu- 
nities to catch your companions regoti- 
ating a snow bridge or rounding the 
end of a crevasse. If you’re lucky the

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party may be of sufficient size to war- 
rant two or more ropes. Then there 
should be little difficulty in getting 
striking shots of one of the other small 
groups threading its way among cre- 
vasses or seracs. 

Perhaps your goal is the summit of 
a lofty peak! How about a picture story 
of the whole adventure? I once covered 
a climb of a major mountain peak by 
an organized party of some sixty climb- 
ers. Since the story was being made 
for a national magazine I was extended 
courtesies and liberties not to be ex- 
pected otherwise. We started with shots 
of preliminary preparation in the lodge 
below, then a couple of flash shots of 
the party leaving timberline in dark- 
ness. Then, as the sun rolled up over 
the horizon, I caught the long line of 
climbers strung out in silhouette on a 
snow field. 

So on up the mountain; veterans as- 
sisting first-timers with their equip- 
ment, their lunch time and the final 
achievement of reaching the top. One 
minute would call for a picture from 
below and behind the party. Next I 
would be up ahead for a shot of them 
coming up over a ridge silhouetted 
against the haze shrouded mountains 
below. I believe I actually climbed that 
mountain several times that day. But 
the assignment was an interesting one 
and worth extra effort. 

As in most scenic work I prefer the 
panchromatic emulsions. A deep filter 
is unnecessary unless you are striving 
for something of an extremely spectac- 
ular nature, or wish to record with addi- 
tional clarity some distant scene. Ortho 
film will sometimes produce results 
superior in quality especially in the ice, 
or even in the ordinary mountain scene. 
But here again confusion may result 
from addition of another film type, and 
too, because of relative high filter fac- 
tors, complications in exposure and pos- 
sibly even the requirement of a tripod 
may result. 

Whether you decide to carry the ad- 
ditional equipment or not on some of 
your less strenuous trips, a judicious 
consideration of your subject may show 
that over- or underexposure with or 
without a filter will produce superior 
results. Perhaps the old method of 
shooting panchromatic film with a med- 
ium yellow filter at the meter reading 
will mean that the craggy summit of 
the mountain will be lost in a clear blue 
sky, whereas a shot without the filter 
or with a change of exposure will give 
the desired separation. Again maybe a 
touch of haze that might be filtered 
out with a screen will give just the 
right feeling to the scene if shot in the 
raw. 

Every high mountain scene deserves 
perhaps even a little additional though 
because of limitations resulting from 
limited equipment. Most any type of 
lighting is preferable to a flat direct 
sunlight. Crosslighting will paint in 
bold contrasts or relief those rugged 
granite spires and canyons, and will 
tint the snowfields with a_ beautiful 
highlight and shadows, whereas direct

sunlight would record an uninteresting 
mass broken only by the normal grada- 
tions of color and shades of tone. Back- 
lighting often produces interesting and 
startling results, perhaps will catch 
the gleam reflected from glacier ice, or 
give separation between mountain 
ranges or crags by illuminating only 
the aerial haze hanging in valleys or 
canyons between. 


As for exposure, here may be anoth- 
er opportunity for individualism. Of 
course there’s one correct exposure (as 
every good light meter will argue) and, 
as a general rule the exposure indicated 
by the meter should be given. However, 
shooting your picture at the recom- 
mended aperature may not necessarily 
mean that you’re getting the best pos- 
sible effect every time. Many outstand- 
ing salon prints are from negatives 
that might be termed under-or overex- 
posed. But they captured a little of 
something that might never have been 
recorded otherwise. Maybe the result 
was a lucky accident or it may have 
been planned as it appears. Experience 
is the best teacher of the special effects 
class. And while you’re learning, those 
not-so-good results can be charged up 
to the teacher. Maybe you can make 
your friends believe even the duds were 
just the effect you were striving for. 

Whether you’re a dyed-in-the-wool 
mountain addict, a camera enthusiast 
of the first water looking for new 
worlds to conquer, or just interested 
in one climb and proof that you have 
actually been there, a camera should be 
a welcome addition to your lead. The 
record you bring back of your high-ad- 
venture will depend on how well you 
combine your knowledge of photog. 
raphy and mountaineering.

T O ASSIST universities in reducing 

the postwar dearth of young men 
with advanced technical training, the 
Eastman Kodak Company is expanding 
its granting of annual fellowships into 
a well rounded program of aid to grad- 
uate students of chemistry, physics, 
mechanical and electrical engineering, 
and business administration. 


This enlarged program, disclosed to- 
day, is to provide twelve fellowships for 
doctoral work and ten fellowships for 
master’s work.

A major purpose of the increased fel- 
lowship grants—and of other industries’ 
grants—is tc augment the research ac- 
tivity of the universities, thus raising 
the quality of instruction and enhancing 
the training of students becoming avail- 
able for industrial positions. 

The new Eastman Kodak fellowships 
carry no provision requiring the recip- 
ients subsequently to work for Kodak. 

Of the awards to be granted persons 
pursuing doctoral training, one fellow- 
ship is designated for chemical engin- 
eering at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology; another is for work in 
organic chemistry at the University of 
Illinois; and another is for the study of 
physical chemistry at the University of 
Rochester under the direction of Prof- 
essor W. A. Noyes, Jr. 


The nine other fellowships for doc- 
toral work—six in chemistry and three 
in physics—are to be rotated among 
various universities from year to year. 

To encourage graduate training in 
the field of mechanical engineering, the 
Eastman Kodak Company is. offering 
four fellowships to men majoring in 
design in work toward their master’s 
degree. It is planned that two fellow- 
ships will be awarded, in addition, to 
students completing their master’s de- 
gree in electrical engineering. 
company’s interest in this field has 
evolved largely from its increasing con- 
cern with the application of the prin- 
ciples of electronics and electrical en- 
gineering. These six fellowships are 


to be utilized at different universities 
each year. 
Because many notable contributions 


have been made by Kodak employees 
who have concentrated on some aspect
